This portrait was first discovered in a broker’s shop in the 
Minories, London, by a gentleman of fashion in the year 1788. He 
sold it with his collection to the “ European Museum ” in King 
Street, St. James’s, on May 31, 1792. In the same year the 
Museum held a public sale, and the portrait was bought by Mr. 
Felton for the sum of five guineas. The new owner obtained from 
Mr. Wilson, the conductor of the Museum, some information which 
it must be assumed he obtained with the Head, and which is con- 
tained in the following note : — /? 

“To Mr. S. Felton, Drayton, Shropshire <rv- 

“ Sir, The Head of Shakespeare was purchased out of an old 
House known by the Sign of the Boar, in Eastcheap, London where 
Shakespeare and his friends used to resort and report says was 
painted by a player of that time, but whose name I have not been 
able to learn. Sept ll !h 1792 ” 

About the year 1794 Mr. Felton sold the picture (which bad 
already been engraved by Boydell) for forty guineas, to Mr. George 
Nicol 


This gentleman’s collection was sold in 1873, and the Shake- 
speare head passed into the possession of Baroness Burdett-Coutts 

The panel is said to bear on the back an inscription and date 

“ Gcl. Shakspeab 1597 it B.” 
but the lettering is now almost illegible. From these initials it is 
supposed that the portrait was painted by Richard Burbage, the actor 
and companion of the poet. This famous player, the Garrick of the 
Elizabethan stage, acted all the chief parts in Shakespeare's plavs, 
and was a partner with him in the control of the Blackfriars House 
Sir Thomas Overbury, in his “ Character of an Excellent Actor ” 
1614, which is known to be a pen-portrait of Burbage, says, ‘ ‘ He is 
much affected to painting, and tis a question whether that makes 
him an excellent player, or his playing an excellent painter ” 

Thomas Middleton, who wrote Burbage’s epitaph, wrote an 
elegy entitled “ On Richard Burbage, an excellent both player and 
painter,” the heading being, “ On the death of that great master in 
his art and quality, painting and playing R.B.1619,” in which he 
states “ could the best both limne and act my grief ” 

There is a portrait in the Dulwich Gallery, presented by 
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W. Cartwright, an actor of the 17th Century, which is described in 
the donor’s own catalogue (preserved among the. College MSS.) 
as “ a woman’s head on a board done by Mr. Burbige, ye actor ” 

Described by George Steevens, the commentator on Shakespeare, 
as “ the only genuine Portrait of William Shakespeare ’’ 

Many critics, including Steevens, Britton and Drake, consider 
that Droeshout’s engraving of the poet, which appears as the 
frontispiece of the fir ~ t folio, was engraved from this picture 

A more precise history of this picture will be found in a work, 

“ On the Authenticity of the Shakespeare Portraits,” by Abraham

ears ; a plain ear-ring in the left ear : he wears a white 
lawn collar with two strings hanging down, and black dress

The following history of the picture is of interest. It was 
originally in the possession of John Lord Lumley, at Lumley 
Castle, Durham. Lord Lumley was a contemporary of Shakespeare 
and died in the year 1609. He formed a collection of portraits of 
great men of his day, especially literary men. Surtees, in his 
“ History of Durham,” describes the pictures in the collection as 
“portraits of illustrious Englishmen contemporaneous of the 
collector.” Stukelev, in his “ Iter Boreale,” 1776, mentions the 
collection, and describes a picture which is apparently identical 
with this portrait of Shakespeare as one of Chaucer (“ at Lumley 
Castle is a curious old picture of Chaucer, said to be an original ”) 

Since Chaucer died two hundred years before Lord Lumley, his 
portrait is not likely to have been included in a collection of por- 



traits of great men contemporary with that nobleman, and it must w, 
. be assumed that a mistake has arisen regarding this picture vA 

In the year 1785 the pictures at Lumley Castle were sold by 
auction. In the sale catalogue appears this portrait of Shakespeare, 
but no mention of a portrait of Chaucer, and it must be inferred 
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that the picture mentioned by Stukeley was now described correctly, 
and that the mistake had been rectified 

This picture and many others sold in this sale were repur- 
chased by the Earl of Scarborough, who was a descendant of 
Lord Lumley, and it remained in the possession of his family until 
1807, when his collection was dispersed 

Mr. Ralph Waters, an artist of Newcastle, purchased the picture 
at the sale, and on his death bequeathed it to his brother Thomas, 
who sold it to George Rippon of Waterville, North Shields, who 
exhibited it both at New York in 1S53 and at Stratford-on-Avon 
in 1864 

While it was in the possession of Mr. Rippon it was seen by 
Mr. J. Hogarth, picture- dealer and publisher, of the Haymarket, 
who persuaded the owner to allow him to reproduce it in chromo- 
lithography. The work was carried out by Vincent Brooks in 1853 
Mr. George Rippon bequeathed the picture to Mr. John Fenwick, 
of Preston House, North Shields, who sent it through Mr. H. C. 
Bowen to Christie’s in 1875, where it was purchased by Mr. H. 
Wagner for the late Baroness Burdett-Coutts 

It should be noted, however, that Lord Scarborough has in his 
possession the original inventory of the contents of Lumley Castle, 
dated 1595, wherein the portrait is described as “of Sir Gefiery 
Chaucer, Knight ”
